NEWS NOTES 

September 15ih has been designated 
as press day at the Slate Fair. 

Mr. Grover C. Fluty and Miss Rosa 
Templeman, of Winchester, eloped to 
Louisville and married. 

The Burley Tobacco Society has of- 
fered to settle the back tax suits for 
29 counties for »10,000. 

The Agricultural Department of Ken- 
tucky estimates the corn crop at 58 1-4 
per cent and tobacco at 65 per cent. 

Tomatoes are selling ai iwo dollars a 
bushel and are scarce at that. Ordina- 
rily at ihis time of year they go begging 
at 50c a bushel.— Georgetown Times. 

Dr. Starkey, of Philadelphia, asserts 
that he has discovered an elilir that will 
breed a race of giants and enable them 
to withstand the ravages of many years. 

Latet estimates place the loss by fire 
at Hot Springs at $2,250,000, with insur- 
ance of 12,150,000. Thirty two and ahalf 
blocks were burned including 518 build- 
ings. 

Mr' Henry Cook, aged 50 years, was 
almost instantly killed Wednesday morn- 
ing while hanging tobacco in a barn on 
the farm of Judge B. P. White in Fay- 
ette county.
